5 February 1953 


The Annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this morning at 
10 j 30 o'clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Glover, 
the other members present being Messrs. Fleming, Flannery, Thom 
and Hamilton. The Secretary was also present. 

Upon motion duly seconded, the following resolution was 

adopted: 

RESOLVED: That inasmuch as the copies of the minutes 
of the Quarterly Meeting held on 17 October 1952 were mailed to 
the members of the Board, and as no corrections or changes have 
been suggested, they be approved without being read. 

The President then read the letter of resignation, as 
Trustee, of R. M. Kauffmann, which was accepted with the very 
deep regret of the Board. 

Mr. Glover stated that, upon assuming the office of the 
President of the Board of Trustees, he had informed the Board that 
he would hold the office for a period not longer than two years. 
The two years have now elapsed. He further stated that his physi¬ 
cian had advised him to cut down on some of his many civic activi¬ 
ties. Faced with the difficulty of finding a Trustee willing to 
assume the office of the President, he was willing to continue in 
that capacity. 

It was then moved by Mr. Fleming and seconded by Mr. 
Hamilton, that the following officers of the Gallery be elected 
to serve until the next Annual Meeting of the Board and that the 
Secretary be reauested to cast the ballot of the Board for their 
election. The motion was duly carried. The Secretary then cast 
the ballot and announced the following unanimous elections:

Counsel then presented for the first reading the 
following proposed amendment to the By-laws: 

"Amend Paragraph XII by inserting after the word 
'Investments' in the fifth line thereof the following: 

'and the remaining members of the Board of 
Trustees shall be ex officio alternate mem¬ 
bers of the Executive Committee, and in the 
absence of any regular member of the Executive 
Committee any alternate member may be called 
by the President to serve in the place of such 
absent regular member.'" 

The matter of the election of a representative of the 
Clark family to fill the vacancy on the Board caused by the 
death of John H. Hall, was then considered; whereupon, on motion 
duly moved and seconded, the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 

RESOLVED; That, by the unanimous vote of the Board, 
Katherine Morris Hall be and the same is hereby elected a Trustee 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art.

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RESOLVED FURTHER That the increase of .$1,500 in the dona¬ 
tion received, which is to be expended in the repair of the fine 
French and English furniture in the Clark Collection, be and the 
same is hereby especially gratefully received as a most timely and 
vitally needed donation. 

The Secretary then proposed the following resolution which 
was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the officers of The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
be and the same are hereby given full power to act on the rental of 
space in the Gallery building formerly occupied by the Red Cross and 
to enter into and sign leases for the Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art with approval of Counsel. 

The Director reported that on Mr. Glover's suggestion he 
had asked the Baltimore Renovating Company to submit an estimate on 
the cost of reconditioning the Red Cross area, which expense should be 
reimbursed by the District Chapter. The estimate came to $U,775* 

The Secretary also read the letter from Mr. Folger about a 
pro-rata donation from the Red Cross for the current fiscal year, and 
reported that the Red Cross would terminate its occupancy of the build¬ 
ing on the 8th of February. 

The Secretary then presented the Report of the Committee on 
the Building which was ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary also presented the Report of the Committee on 
MembershipT'hich shows an increase of 260 over the preceding year and 
which was ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary reported that in accordance with the resolu¬ 
tion adopted at the October meeting, the schedule of privileges of 
group members (incorporated in the Membership Report of this meeting) 
was approved by Counsel and the Committee on Membership, and is in 
full effect. 

The Secretary presented the Report of the Committee on works 
of Art and the Art School, whereupon, on motion duly moved and seconded 
it was ordered accepted and placed on file, and the following resolu¬ 
tions, all recommended by the Committee, were then unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the request of the Virginia Museum of Fine 
Arts to borrow the painting by Edward Hooper, Ground Swell , be and the 
same is hereby granted subject to the usual conditions. 

RESOLVED: That the offer of James N. Rosenberg to give the 
Gallery a painting by Louis Eilshemius entitled Sunset Bushes , be and 
the same is hereby declined with the grateful thanks of the Board. 

RESOLVED: That the Director is hereby authorized. Counsel 
havin' concurred, to sell at public auction 31 nieces of arms and 
armor which have been carefully examined and found to be of nominal 
historic, intrinsic and aesthetic value. Said sale to be made without 
the use of the Gallery's name and the proceeds to be added to the fund 
for the purchase of works of art. 









RESOLVED : That the Director be and is hereby authorized 
to continue' negotiations with the Louisiana State Museum towards 
the exchange of the Gallery's statue Last Days of Napoleon I by 
Vincenzo Vela, for one or more paintings or sculpture which would 
be worthy additions to the Gallery's collections. 

RESOLVED : That in return for a rental fee of $1,000, 
permission is hereby granted to the New York Graphic Society to 
make large color reproductions of the two portraits by John A. Elder 
of General T. J. Jackson and General Robert E. Lee, it being agreed 
that the copyright rests with The Corcoran Gallery of Art and that 
this nermission is granted the Society for this one use except that 
additional editions may be printed. It is also agreed that the 
Gallery will be given 10 copies of each print and the right to pur¬ 
chase any additional prints for resale at the wholesale price. The 
words "in the Collection of The Corcoran Gallery of Art" must appear 
on each reproduction. 

RESOLVED FURTHER That if the New York Graphic Society will 
also grant a $5^0 reproduction fee for each of the following paintings

The Secretary then submitted a portrait offered as an un¬ 
restricted gift by Elizabeth Stabler, whereupon, on motion duly moved 
and seconded, the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the offer of the unrestricted gift of the 
portrait of the Three Huidekoper Children by an unidentified American 
painter made by Elizabeth Stabler be and the same is hereby accepted 
with the grateful thanks of the Board. 

Discussion then took place about the Gallery's pension 
policy with respect to our former workman, Harold Burdett, who retired 
because of ill health before being eligible for retirement pay. The 
Director was asked to look into the matter. 

Discussion then took place as to the possibility of starting 
an Interior Design course. The matter was referred to the Executive 
Committee with full power to act. 

The Board decided not to reduce the price of the Mary Cassatt, 
Little Girl Embroidering, which is to net the Gallery $2,500, at this 
time. 


The Secretary then read the pertinent provisions in a new 
contract between the GaLlery and Russell J. Quandt, a copy of which is 
filed with the minutes of this meeting, whereupon on motion duly moved 
and seconded, it was unanimously approved. 

A brief discussion was then held on the possibility of the 
Gallery's charging a commission on the sales of contemporary works of 
art, but no action was taken. 

The Secretary reported that he has received the written ap¬ 
proval of the Committee on Works of Art authorizing the adoption of 
a plan to allowing part-time George Washington University students to 
study at the Corcoran School at a correspondingly reduced fee. 

The Secretary reported the offer of a bequest of a portrait 
by the French painter, Louis Priou, a painter of third rate importance, 
whereupon the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the offer of the bequest of the portrait 
of Helen L. Gray by the French painter, Louis Priou, made under the 
Will of the late Helen L. Gray, be and the same is hereby declined 
with the grateful thanks of the Board. 








The Secretary then reported the receipt of a letter from 
Mrs. Rudyerd Boulton stating her reasons why she could not proceed 
with the plans for the Society of XXth Century American Art. 

The Secretary then presented the resignation of Gene E. 
McCormick as Registrar. The appointment of Jane McCall as his suc¬ 
cessor was reported. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 12:30 o' clock.

Gentlemen: 


The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit 
the fo,blowing report covering the period October 1 through Decem¬ 
ber 31st. 


In October the exhibitions Paintings of Andrea Pietro 
Zerega and Parties in Power were installed. Paintings and other 
art objects were received for the 7th Annual Area Exhibition . 
Special sculpture pedestals were constructed for this exhibition 
as well as special boxes constructed to cover the large marble 
statues of Crawford’s Peri and Power’s Greek Slave . In the Art 
School a special sculpture case was constructed for Mr. Archer’s 
class and a 150 watt spotlight installed. Easels and chairs were 
repaired and a fluorescent bulletin board light put in. 16 small 
size post card frames were constructed and three large frames for 
reproductions on sale. 

In November, the 7th Annual Area Exhibition was installed. 
Three tables were constructed for the Children s Saturday Morning 
Classes. 


As the American Red Cross will vacate their quarters in 
the Galley in January, it has become an urgent matter to find a 
new tenant. The present square footage used by the Red Cross is 
c. 5000 square feet. With considerable effort an addition 4050 
square footage could be added, making a total of 9050 square feet 
available for rental. This would include what is numbered on the 
first floor plan as Gallery 23, part of Corridor No. 1, and stor¬ 
age room No. 24. 

To make this additional space of 4050 feet available for 
rent, it will be necessary to move all of the storage racks togeth¬ 
er with the paintings and provide the same, if not additional, 
space elsewhere. With the working force available the dismantling 
of the racks would take almost two months by itself. In the sub¬ 
basement storeroom at the foot of the Clark elevator there is approx 
mately 2760 square feet available; if the engine room was floored 
over there would be a space of 1586 square feet for use. Another 
2100 square feet could be derived from inclosing a section of the 
basement now used for storage of ladders and packing. Together the 
additional space available (with considerable cost and labor) v/ould 
come to 6446 square feet, which would be about equal to our actual 
current needs. 
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However, to make the space in the front suh-basement 
practical to use for storage it would be necessary to install a 
freight elevator and to make costly alterations, especialty in the 
engine room. 

Several improvements were made to the Clark T * r ing in the 
last few weeks. Carpets were hung around Gallery 30 and throughout 
Corridor No. 5. Two hanging cases and a floor case of majolica 
were placed in Gallery 48. Spot lights were mounted about the wall 
to light up the cases". In Gallery 49 ten pieces of lace were added 
to the lace already on display...some pieces being displayed in 
the two standing cases and the rest in four hanging frames. 

During December, some assistance was given the National 
Capital Carden Club League with their installation of the Christ- 
Decorations Exhibition . A small light was added to the music 
stand of the Institute's piano to enable the pianist at the silent 
movies to follow the score without disturbing the audience. A new 
fluorescent fixture was installed in the.Library.

DISPOSITION OF ARMS AND ARMOR 


A group of nineteen polearms, four swords, two shields, two 
helmets and a few pieces of body armor were found in the building. The 
curatorial staff has been unable to find any record of when or how they 
came into our possession. No member of your Committee recalls them, 
and Mr. Parsons, former Assistant Director, also was not able to recall 
the name of the individual who gave or loaned them to us. Counsel told 
the Director that it was his opinion that this material might be sold 
at public auction. With this in view Harold Peterson, arms and armor 
authority of the Department of the Interior, and Mendel Peterson, Curator 
of the United States National Museum, separately examined the pieces and 
agreed that there was nothing in the group of more than nominal value - 
aesthetically, historically or monetarily. Your Committee, therefore, 
recommends that this arms and armor be sold at public auction and the 
proceeds credited to the funds reserved for the ourchase of works of 
art. i

ATTENDANCE 


Attendance for the Quarter was 1 Ui, 890; for the correspond¬ 
ing period last year, attendance was 35,389, showing an increase of 
9,501 visitors.

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KEEPER OF THE CLARK COLLECTION REPORT 


The present Keeper of the Clark Coliction assumed his 
duties on 1 October 1952. Since that date, he has been able to 
undertake the following activities in regard to that Collection, 
aside from his other duties as general supervisor of the Cura¬ 
torial Office. 

1. Examination of all categories of minor arts in 
the Clark Collection has been undertaken. The 
following categories have been examined, and 
reports filed with the Director:

Seven lectures have been given by members of the staff and 
the faculty of the Art School.

Commencing with 
November 18th and continuing for five consecutive Tuesday evenings, 
Eugen Weisz lectured on Turning Points in ftrt History .

ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON MUSIC 


Two concerts have been held this past quarter - the National 
Gallery Orchestra, with Richard Bales, Conductor, sponsored by the 
Music Performance Trust Fund, and Helen Clayton, soprano, sponsored 
by the National Bank of Washington. In addition, but not part of this 
series, two concerts were held in connection with the Christmas Decora¬ 
tions exhibition - a choral recital by Jule Sabawa and the chorus of 
the Lutheran Church of the Reformation, and the Boys' Chorus of The 
Landon School conducted by Wilfred Briggs. 
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Reviews of the first concert were most favorable, Dr. 
Glenn Dillard Gunn writing "At the concert given last night by 
the National Gallery Orchestra under Richard Bales in the grand 
concourse of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, one made the happy dis¬ 
covery that this pillared chamber has the best acoustics in Wash¬ 
ington." Attendance has been excellent.

THE ART SCHOOL 


359 students were registered in the Art School for the 
first semester of 1952-53.

The Saturday Morning Classes for children 
have an increase of 51 over last year, now 170 children registered. 

Of the 359 regular art school students, 16 are working 
scholarships and one a half-paid Arts and Letters Scholarship.

For the sake of conserving time at this meeting, this letter of 


transmittal will be somewhat shorter than usual, in view of the fact that a 
full detailed report for the year 1952, covering all the financial transactions 
of the Treasurer, is being filed with the Director for submission to the auditors. 


On December 31, 1952, the book value of the invested funds of the 


Gallery aggregated $2,280,007.52.. The income from these investments yielded 
the Gallery $92,972.95, or slightly better than h%» Funds awaiting investment 
amounted to $30,9U8.11, the aggregate of all endowment funds standing at $2,310,955*63 
In addition, cash available for expenses amounted to $1:5,826*15, making a total of 


$2,356,781.78 


During the calendar year 1952, there was an increase of $113, 21:7 .61 


in the book value of the Endowment Fund. The bulk of this increase is due, of 
course, to the profit of $95,590*1:6 on the sale of 2,250 shares of Union Carbide 
and Carbon Corporation, common, disposed of during the year. 


At the last meeting of the Board of Trustees, the Treasurer was 


authorized to open with The Biggs National Bank of Washington, D. C, certain 
investment supervision safekeeping accounts, in which are now deposited all the 
investments of the Ihdowment Fund, Clark Addition Maintenance Fund, Art School 
Fund, Anna E. Clark Fund and W. A. Clark Fund* Since opening these accounts, 
the Trust and Investment Committee of The Biggs National Bank has held two reviews, 
and they have recommended the purchase of a diversified list of common stocks as 
an investment for the cash available. Attached to this letter of transmittal are 
lists of all the securities held in these various accounts, and they reflect all 
transactions through January 5, 1953* 


The recommendations of The Biggs National Bank in regard to invest' 


ing securities of the Gallery have been approved by all members of the Finance 
and Investment Committee. The Trustees will be interested to know that the 
following are the approximate common stock ratios in these funds at the present 
time:

Our holdings of Preferred Stocks, all held in the Endowment Fund, 
having a book value of $36l,l5U.10, had a market value as of December 31 of 
$32lj.,51ili*88, or a depreciation of $36,609*22, as compared with $1*7, 111*011 on 
December 31, 1951, a recovery of $10,501*82 during the year. The special reserve 
created to offset depreciation in these stocks now amounts to $18,^81.17. 

Our holdings of Common Stocks, having a book value of $256,986*78, 
had a market value as of December 31 of $331,795*62, an appreciation of $7U»8o8.81|. 

Since depositing the securities with Hie Higgs National Bank, there 
have been no purchases of real estate notes. As in every report, there are certain 
notes on which payments are delinquent as much as two months as to principal and 
interest. There are now four such notes on our books. However, all of these were 
purchased from William J. Flather, Inc., and their office is contacting the makers 
with a view of eliminating the arrearages. 

While the report of the operation of the budget discloses that dis¬ 
bursements for salaries, pensions and operating expenses were in excess of the 
budget, I am glad to report that the expenses for the year 1952 were within 
operating income received. At the end of the year, the Gallery had no outstand¬ 
ing obligations except those incurred for current expenses. 

I have reviewed with the Director and the members of the Finance 
Committee the proposed budget for the year 1953 and, in my opinion, it is in line 
with income expectations. I have also reviewed the adjustments in salaries which 
the Director has proposed, as well as the proposed increases in the compensation 
of maintenance employees, watchmen, etc. All these adjustments are moderate in 
character, and I recommend their approval by the Board. 

Again I desire to express my deep appreciation to Mr. I. J. Roberts, 
the Assistant Treasurer of the Gallery. The financial records of the Gallery are 
maintained under his direct supervision, and his cooperation with me has been of 
the highest calibre. His able assistance is sincerely appreciated. I have kept 
in very close contact with him, and he has collaborated with me on all matters 
affecting the operation of the Treasurer’s office. Until September 6, 1952, Mr. 
Roberts was ably assisted by Mr. Ringmanis. Upon his resignation from the Gallery, 
Mr. Ringmanis was succeeded by Mr. Parulski. I desire to record my appreciation 
for the efficient service rendered by both these gentlemen. The Director and the 
staff of the Gallery have been very cooperative and of valued assistance to the 
Treasurer and the Assistant Treasurer. 

Mr. Robert V. Fleming, Chairman of the Finance Committee, has given 
considerable time to discussing and approving numerous investments of the Gallery. 

He continues to impart to me a great deal of valuable knowledge of the financial 
affairs of the Gallery. I desire to express my appreciation to him, as well as 
to the members of the Committee.

GROUP I.32-3BEPSHIP 

A Group desiring to use the facilities of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art may apply for a Group Membership, if their purpose 
in joining pertains to some one of the arts. The current schedule 
of activities at the Gallery leaves room for only a limited number 
of such Group Memberships; in order to evaluate applications for 
these, the Gallery will require the following information: 

a. The name of the organization and its location. 

b. The names of the officers 

c. The date and purpose of its founding 

d. Its financial basis 

e. A copy of its charter and by-laws, if available 

The Group Membership fee is not based on an organization's 
enrollment, but on the number or kind of privileges desired of the 
Gallery and its staff. 

Among the privileges available are the following; 

1. Group Members may have the use of its auditorium, seating 250, 
for meetings, musieales, concerts, or lectures. A $25.00 Group Mem¬ 
bership entitles the Group to the use of the auditorium on one occasion 
during normal Gallery hours for no more than 3 hours; organizations 
wishing to use the Gallery's facilities more than once during the Member 
ship year may be permitted to do so, but will be required to pay an addi 
tional fee of the same amount for each additional use. The use of the 


Auditorium includes : 




dusting prior to its use, furnishing a rostrum, slide projector, movie 
screen and stand, if desired. It does not include any other services 
or equipment, specifically it does not provide for a ticket taker, slide 
operator, attendant, check room facilities or attendants. This privilege 
is available only during normal Gallery hours and the audience must be out 
of the Auditorium no later than U:10 

2. The use of the auditorium for evening events is a privilege of Group 
Members taking out a $00.00 membership. In addition to the services provid¬ 
ed in #1, one attendant will be assigned to duty at the door and will open 
and shut the auditorium doors at the beginning and end of the program, re¬ 
place burned out lights in projector or replace fuses. He will also see 
that Gallery regulations prohibiting smoking are observed. At night only 
the New York Avenue entrance may be used and the auditorium must be vacated 
no later than 10:10 P. M. No other equipment or services are included. 

3. Group Members may also make arrangements for teas or receptions in con¬ 
junction with other events; the Gallery will allocate the requisite space 
at its discretion, and will provide and install up to 10 small tables, UO 
chairs, and up to 2 large tables for an increase of $00.00 in basic member¬ 
ship class; all other arrangements for services, food and equipment must be 
made by the member organization with a caterer recognized by the Gallery. 
Refreshments may be provided under this arrangement during Gallery hours, or 
in the evening between 7 and 10 P.M. ( The Gallery can furnish additional 
tables and chairs for larger parties by special arrangement.) 

It. The Gallery has at its disposal at the present time a grand piano on 
loan from the Institute of Contemporary Arts. Organizations wishing to 
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use this instrument are v/elcome to do so so long as it is available, pro¬ 
vided they make arrangements with a firm of movers to move it to the desired 
location and to have it returned to its original location after its use, and 
provided they also engage a piano tuner selected by the Gallery to tune it 
before its use and again after it has been replaced. The expense of these op¬ 
erations amounts to approximately $8.00 . 

5. Group Members in the $25.00 class may receive, if they do not elect any 
other privileges, up to 50 invitations to all unreserved special events and 
exhibitions, up to 50 monthly calendars of events, and one copy of the Quarter¬ 
ly Bulletin. 

6 . Members of the Gallery staff are available for Group Members for Gallery 
tours, round table discussions, slide lectures or talks on special exhibitions 
upon appropriate notice. 

a. A $25.00 Group Membership entitles the organization to one informal Gal¬ 
lery tour, round table discussion or tour of a special exhibition during normal 
Gallery hours in the Gallery. 

b. A $50.00 Group Membership entitles the Group to one illustrated slide 
lecture, by a member of the staff, in the Gallery during normal Gallery hours. 

For special evening lectures in the auditorium or outside the Gallery a $100.00 
fee is required. 

The Gallery will also arrange for Group Members in the $100.00 class to hold 
showings of fine art films and will furnish a movie projector, sound equipment 
and operator as well as an attendant. The actual cost of the rental of the film 
or films will be additional, as costs vary considerably: rental fees range from 
about $25.00 to $100.00. 

All arrangements should be made through the Membership Secretary of the Gallery^ 

who will schedule events, approve arrangements for teas and receptions, and contact 
members of the Gallery staff for other special appointments. 
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TERMS OF AN AGREEMENT BETWEEN RUSSELL J. QUANDT AND THE CORCORAN 

GALLERY OF ART 


1. Duration of the Arrangement : This agreement will be effective 
from this day forward and is mutually terminable upon three 
months written notice by either party. 

2. Compensation : Annual stipend to be paid as salary will be 
jn^TnirTor^which 96 days of work will be rendered the Gallery 
per annum. 

3. Privileges : Mr. Quandt is entitled to the free and exclusive 
use of the Gallery's laboratory for private work during the 
hours the Gallery is normally open. With permission of the 
Director, the hours may be extended. 

h . Assistants : Mr. Quandt may employ assistants in his work pro- 
vided that their compensation will be defrayed by him and pro¬ 
vided further, that the said assistants be approved by the 
Director prior to their engagement. 

5. Title : Mr. Quandt's title will be Restorer and his position 

in the Gallery will be that of a part timeprofessional workman 
as differentiated from the regular members of the Gallery staff 
and it shall be so defined in any Gallery publications. 

6. Duties and Responsibilities : Insofar as his equipment and facil¬ 
ities will permit, the Restorer will undertake the repair of, and 
work during the specified time, on any Gallery paintings brought 
to him in the laboratory by members of the Gallery staff. The 
Restorer will not be responsible for the care or storage of art 
objects belonging to, or in the custody of, the Gallery which are 
not in the process of being treated by him in the lab. 

7. Maintenance of Records : The Restorer will maintain a record of 
time spent upon Gallery work in a time log which will be available 
for examination by the Gallery staff. He shall also maintain a 
record of technical examination and treatment of the Gallery's 
property. 

8. Maintenance and Services : The Gallery will provide the usual 
services as heat, electricity, etc., and the permanent furniture 
and equipment. The Restorer will supply the routine professional 
eouipment required by his duties. 

9. Purchase of Materials: The Restorer will purchase and pay for 
routine materials and will maintain the proper records. The 
Gallery will be billed for materials used in each individual job 
when it is completed. 




















10. Insurance : The Restorer will place and pay the premiums on 
insurance covering private work, and will hold the Gallery 
blameless for any loss or damage, for any cause whatsoever, 
including negligence of the Gallery's employees, to works of 
art belonging to the Restorer's -private clients. 

11. Payment of Additional Work : The Restorer, will, if desired, 
undertake further work for the Gallery for additional compen¬ 
sation upon estimates submitted to and approved by, the Director* 
Such work will be accepted by the Restorer as a private commis¬ 
sion and he will assume no responsibility for the object's wel¬ 
fare except when it is being treated by him. 

12. Stationery: The Restorer will not use the Gallery letterhead 
stationery in billing private clients for his services, although 
he may use the Gallery address, "510 Seventeenth Street, N.W., 

In care of The Corcoran Gallery of Art", on his business forms, 
should he so elect. 

13. Releases: The Restorer will obtain a release on the prescribed 
form signed by his private clients for each object left in his 
hands for treatment, which form will be deposited in the folder 
kept in the vault for that purpose.

Agreement for Contemporary Artist Exhibition 


The Corcoran Gallery of Art

Works of art or other objects lent to The Corcoran Gallery of Art for 
special exhibition purposes, are received under the following regula¬ 
tions and conditions: 

1. In presenting an exhibition of the work of _, 

the Gallery assumes no responsibility for the loss of or 
damage to any of the loans (whether the property of the 
artist or of others) from any cause whatsoever. 

2. Insurance, if desired, will be placed by the exhibiting artist 
at his or her expense through an outside insurance agent. 

3. The Gallery reserves the exclusive right to print a catalogue, 
issue invitations, hold an opening tea, but is not committed 
to do so. If the Gallery decides not to do any or all of the 
above, the exhibitor will be informed and may, if he or she 
desires, assume the expense thereof. 

h. The Gallery reserves the right to establish the format, control 
the content, edit the text, including any contributed material, 
of any catalogue or other printed matter that may be published. 

5. The Gallery shall have the right to select the works to be shown 
and the installation thereof, and may add additional objects to 
or remove them from the exhibition; or change the location of the 
exhibition within the Gallery, or shorten or prolong the agreed 
duration of the exhibition as it may decide. 

6. The Gallery shall have the right to photograph any work lent by 
the artist and to use these photographs for publicity, reproduc¬ 
tion and sale without restriction as to time or place of use. 

7. The Gallery shall conduct all publicity in connection with the ex¬ 
hibition. No exhibitor will independently issue publicity during 
the course of the exhibition except with the knowledge and con¬ 
sent of the Gallery and the approval of material prior to release. 

8. The packing, transportation of the works of art to and from the 
Gallery, will be at the expense of the exhibitor. 

9. Although the Gallery will take every opportunity to sell works, 
the primary purpose is to exhibit the work to the public. Any 
sale must be made through the GalLery's Sales Representative. The 
Gallery will take no commission on these sales.
